Farmers who have not sown their winter 
wheat are standing by for rain. They ran 
short of ploughshares a month ago, and 
Fords came to the rescue with an output 
of 500 shares to the hour. However, it 
was too late. You have no chance of 
breaking the ground unless you happen to 
have steam tackle available. Nobody can 
put anything into the ground, or pull any- 
thing out of it. 

A number of the race tracks are artifici- 
ally watered, which helps. but it is im- 
possible to water training gallops, and 
there are scores of 2-year-olds (of the 
late-developing variety) that have never 
seen a race course. The best horses, of 
course, have packed up for the season. 
All we are seeing just now are the second 
and third-rate horses which don’t matter. 
and the old stiffs that seem to go in any 
sort of going. Fields tend to be bigger 
than those we saw in the height of the 
summer drought, but they are only half 
of what they ought to be at this time of 


year. 
when trainers are out to get for their 
horses their winter keep. 


For this is the hay and corn season, 


We have had the Cambridgeshire since 
my last message. It is certainly only a 
handicap event, but it is very popular in- 
deed in this country, and ranks with the 
Cesarewitch and the (Ascot) Royal Hunt 
Cup as a betting medium.

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I have indicated more than once. we shall 
not have any high-class stayers until 1949. 
at the earliest. 

The sales at Newmarket during the week 
did not furnish very good returns, the 
principal reason being that a whole lot of 
breeders put high reserves on their lots. 
under the impression that the market 
was falling, and that if they could 
not get what they considered to be fair 
prices, they would rather not sell at all. 
The total for the five days was approxi- 
ately 68.914 guineas for 174 lots sold. 

Buyers bid strongly enough for the good 
lots but ignored the rubbish, of which 
there was far too much. There is bound 
to be some sort of a drop at the December 
Sales, but I do not think it will be serious. 
Everybody is so pleased at the rout of the 
Socialists at the recent municipal elections 
that there is a positive wave of optimism 
up and down the country. 

This optimism, however, it not immed- 
iately subscribed to by the Owners’ Asso- 
ciation. a somewhat nondescript, unofficial 
body which recently made an appeal to the 
Minister of Fuel and Power for gas re- 
quired by owners wishing to motor to 
meetings to see their horses running. They 
were informed that their presence was not 
essential. Our little bureaucrats have no 
objection to millions of people betting 
“away” on racing, but they cannot under- 
stand why the people who provide the

The Aga Khan, inci- 
dentally, is in something of a quandary 
over Migoli. 

It was a part of his contract with the 
members of the syndicate that was to own 
the colt that he should be allowed to race 
next season and that he should not cover 
until 1949. Now, the Jockey Club has 
announced that in future no horse (mean. 
ing a horse in training) shall have more 
than four owners. Fresh arrangements 
have therefore been necessary in respect of 
Migoli, whose syndication will be post- 
dated to November 1, 1948. 

News of the death of Man o’ War was 
received sympathetically by breeders on 
this side, and the technical journals have 
devoted some space to his history. The 
dailies mostly ignored it, but that was 
probably because of the shortage of space. 
We have gone back to small newspapers 
again, and journals which once devoted a 
full page to sport now have to crowd it 
all into about a third of a page. Since 
most of this space is used up with the 
football results and those of the greyhound 
racing, there is very little left for racing 
articles.

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Should We Have More Free Handicaps? 


HAT were the best 2-year-olds of 1915 in the United 

States? Well, let’s see. “Thunderer won the Fu- 
turity with 122 pounds and Bromo was second with 126. 
Thunderer won all three of the starts he made that year. 
But in the Futurity he won by only a head, receiving four 
pounds, and losing ground fast. Dominant won several of 
the big Eastern stakes, including the Saratoga Special with 
122 pounds and the Hopeful with 130, but he did not run 
in the Futurity. Bulse was pretty good that year. And 
that was the year of Friar Rock and Dodge and Spur and 
King Neptune and a good filly called Celandria and... 

What were the best 2-year-olds of 1915 in England? 
The filly Fifinella was the best—126 pounds in the Free 
Handicap. Next was another filly called Ayn Hali, at 121 
pounds. (Fifinella became a good producer. Ayn Hali 
produced the very successful speed sire Sir Cosmo.) Others 
in order were Figaro 121, King’s Joker 118, Telephone 
Girl 115, Phalaris 117, Canyon, Argos, *Star Hawk, 
*Marcus, and Ali Bey 115 each, etc., etc. 

By 1933 America had its own Free Handicap for 2- 
year-olds, instituted in that year by the late Walter Spencer 
Vosburgh and carried on by John B. Campbell. But Eng- 
land now had a Free Handicap of 3-year-olds. France for 
some years has had free handicaps of 2 -and 3-year-olds, 
and of older horses as well. 

Now in America we can glance back at the Experi- 
mental Handicap for 1937 and find that Menow was rated 
the best 2-year-old at 126 pounds, with Tiger second at 
124, Fighting Fox and Nedayr next in line at 122, Bull 
Lea at 121, Can’t Wait and Teddy’s Comet at 120, ete. 
But we shall need a sharper memory to recall the later 
emergence of Stagehand, Lawrin, Dauber, and Cravat from 
the same crop, and to fix their relative merit. 

It is about time we moved along to the next steps. We 
need free handicaps for 3-year-olds and for older horses. We 
need them for several reasons, first, as a working checklist; 
second, as a guide to breeders, and especially to new breed- 
ers who need to know im summary the best horses of recent 
years; third, as a guide to officials, breeders, writers, and 
others in foreign countries where there is an increasing in- 
terest in the American Thoroughbred. 


What is a free handicap? ‘The definition, as given in 
the English Jockey Club’s rules of racing is: “A ‘free handi- 
cap’ is one in which no liability for stake or forfeit is incurred ~ 
until acceptance.” In the ordinary handicap which is also 
a stakes race, a nomination fee is paid, and the owner dis- 
covers later how the racing secretary will weight his horse. 
In the free handicap, the weights are announced first, and 
the owner later pays the nomination fee if he wishes to enter. 


In practice the free handicap, which may have different 
names, as the Experimental in the U. S. or the Optional in 
France, becomes a ranking of the best horses in the division. 
It may include a hundred horses or more, and possibly up to 
two hundred in a country with as much racing as the United 
States. It is an actual race, but the race itself does not ordi- 
narily bring into action the top flight of horses, though it is 
always an interesting contest. 

If American race tracks should happen to decide that 
they would like to institute more free handicaps, how would 
they proceed to set them up? In any way they pleased, of 
course, with or without preliminary discussion in their na- 
tional organization, the Thoroughbred Racing Associations, 
but preferably with such discussion in order to avoid dupli- 
cations and to obtain as nearly a correct national summary 
as possible. 

We already have the Experimental Handicap of 2-year- 
olds. It summarizes 2-year-old class rankings. In practice 
the weights are an attempt to evaluate probable class at nine 
or ten furlongs. The race is now (since 1946) run in two 
divisions, at seven furlongs and 11's miles. 
could be made strictly on a seven-furlong basis.

Then races could be set up which would summarize the 
form of the best horses at later dates and longer distances. 
Some of the possibilities are indicated on the next page. 


The suggestions set forth there are not meant as pro- 
posals of specific nature as to dates, places, and distances. 
They are intended only to open discussion of a subject which 
we hope will gain the attention it merits. “The American 
‘Turf has reached the point where such official summaries 
are badly needed to bring a measure of order out of the con- 
fusion upon which our breeding structure is largely based.

End of a Tragedy 


From 1918 through 1920 one of the most 
brilliant riders in America was a Balti- 
more youngster called Buddy Ensor, who 
was reputed to be able to wear a size 
414 girl’s shoe. In 1920, at the top of his 
form, he rode 116 winners in 372 mounts, 
a percentage of .31, his mounts that sea- 
son earning a total of $192,244. At Em- 
pire City in 1919 he rode 33 winners in 11 
days. One day there were five winners in 
six, and he wasn’t even sober. 

He bought a $50.000 home at Sara- 
toga Springs, married a pretty Saratoga 
girl, and had $316,000, “in cash,” he said 
at the end of 1920. 

The next year, at the age of 21, his 
decline began. It was as precipitous as 
his rise had been. He gambled away his 
earnings, drank heavily, soon was a thor- 
oughgoing alcoholic. He did not ride at 
all in the next two years, was denied a 
license from 1924 until 1932. Then “come- 
backs” and failures alternated. 

Horses liked Ensor; he was one of 
those riders who seem to sense what a 
horse is thinking, and even bad actors 
had a way of running true for him. Peo- 
ple liked him; many of them tried to help. 
As late as 1945 Ensor was still attempting 
to come back, still failing. 

On the morning of November 13 a 
passer-by saw a thin little gray man lying 
dead in Prospect Cemetery in Brooklyn, 
not far from the Jamaica track. Fourteen 
hours later the body in the morgue was 
identified as that of Emery Lavelle Ensor. 
He had died of exposure—the doctors said 
it was lobar pneumonia. 
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Suggested Possibilities for a Series 
Of Free Handicaps of American Horses 


THE Bioop-Horser this week suggests editorially (page 525) that American race 
tracks give attention to the need for free handicaps of 3-year-olds and older horses. The 
following outline indicates some of the possibilities which might be considered. 


2-YEAR-OLDS 


The Experimental Handicap as it now stands, except that the weights could be 
made strictly in anticipation of a race of seven furlongs. Weights in December. The 
race to be run at Jamaica in April, either in one division, as it was first run in 1940, 
or in two divisions at different distances, as changed in 1946. The weights for the 
Experimental should be made, of course, by the racing secretary and handicapper for 
the New York tracks, as at present. 

Additional possibility: A mid-season free handicap of 2-year-olds, like the Prix 
d’Ermenonville in France. Weights could be announced in August, for a six-furlong 
race to be run toward the end of the month. Saratoga. Garden State Park, or Wash- 
ington Park might be interested. 


3-YEAR-OLDS 


Counsel should be taken among tracks as to whether free handicaps should be made 
for different distances or at one distance only. If at only one distance, it probably 
should be 144 miles, weights in December, the race to be run the following year when 
the horses are 4-year-olds. Several tracks could consider this as a definite possibility, 
as for instance, Hialeah Park, Tropical Park, Pimlico, Delaware Park, Keeneland, one 
of the Chicago tracks, or one in California. 

Alternately, there is no reason why free handicaps should not be made at different 
distances and different times through the season, with weights announced, say, in Au- 
gust, for a race of 14g miles, to be run a few weeks later; and for 144 and 115 miles. the 
weights to be given in December and the race run the next year. Thus different tracks 
and different racing secretaries could participate. (One beneficial influence here would 
be an increasing awareness of the champions at the longer distances. ) 


4-YEAR-OLDS 


One or more free handicaps. If one, it probably should be at 144 miles, weights in 
December, to be run in the winter or early spring of the following year. 

If more than one, there could easily be as many as four, at six. eight (or nine), ten, 
and twelve furlongs. All should be moderately late in the season. in order to summarize 
the year’s form as completely as possible. The 144-mile race. in any case. should have 
weights announced late in the year, so as to fill the role of an annual summary which 
would be valuable as reference for many years. 


MISCELLANY 

The possibilities, of course, are numerous. But the minimum goal should be year- 
end summaries of the form of the best 2-year-olds. 3-year-olds. and older horses, at 
least three races at the standard American distances. 

Weights should be assigned in each case by the racing secretary in charge. Or. 
still better, if a consensus could be determined, the ratings would have a tremendously 
increased importance. 

Here is a possible procedure for achieving a modified form of consensus in the 
weights. (1) The racing secretary in charge draws up a tentative ranking of. say. the 
150 best horses. (2) He submits this list in confidence to other co-operating racing 
secretaries. (3) They make notations of any suggested changes, additions. or deletions, 
and return the list to him. (4) He re-examines the original list in the light of the sug- 
gestions and makes his final ranking. 

The whole series could be run in New York, a routine which would have its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages (especially for the handicapper who had to do the work), 
but it probably would be better to have different sections of the country represented 
about as equally as possible. 
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SALES 
First Two Days 
At Keeneland 


After five sessions of the Keeneland Fall 
Sales had been held, the market had taken 
definite shape. This shape seemed pleas- 


ing to both buyers and sellers. Trainers 
making yearling purchases said they 


thought they were getting their money’s 
worth. Breeders with yearlings to sell 
were seeding part of their money back 
into broodmares. There was general satis- 
faction with the market, and a confidence 
in the future of racing. 


Because of the variation of the quality 

of breeding stock sold in the fall sales at 
Keeneland, year-to-year comparisons can- 
not be made with any accuracy. But the 
class and quality of the yearlings sold each 
fall are approximately the same, and fairly 
dependable inferences as to the state of the 
market may be drawn by comparing the 
averages of different years. 
“The $2,545 average on yearlings through 
the first two days was about 25 per cent 
below last year’s level of $3,397 through- 
out five days. At Keeneland this summer 
the yearling average was down by 31 per 
cent from 1946, and a_ better-than-1946 
crop of Saratoga yearlings was down by 
23 per cent. On this basis the market at 
Lexington this fall appeared higher at 
first glance, than might have been ex- 
pected. But a second glance would have 
to be taken later.

As was true in 1946, the extent of the 
sale made it necessary to hold a morning 


session on the first day. The crowd 
showed up early, the selling began 


promptly at 10 o’clock, and it became evi- 
dent immediately that people had come 
to buy horses. 

Eighty head of broodmares, weanlings, 
stallions, and miscellaneous categories 
were sold at what was possibly the biggest 
single session of a Lexington fall sale. 
They brought a total of $209,050, average 
$2.613. Last year a similar lot had aver- 
aged $1,715 for 75 head. Fifty-nine brood- 
mares averaged $2,603, 14 weanlings $1,- 
571. three stallions $9,000, and four mis- 
cellaneous horses averaged $1.613. 

The session’s highest-priced broodmare 
was the 13-year-old Planetoid, consigned 
by J. T. Taylor, for which J. P. (Sammy) 
Smith paid $16,500, for the account of an 
undisclosed client. She was not in foal. 
Calumet Farm got $10,500 from Frank 
Frankel for the 13-year-old Lady Erne, 
in foal to *Blenheim 2nd. Four Calumet 
mares averaged $8.875. 

The stallion prospect Trymenow, con- 
signed by Walter M. Jeffords, brought 
$12.500 from C. A. Pfeiffer, and Boy 
Knight, consigned by the Tennessee Stud, 
brought $9.000 from the Highland View 
Farm of Sam Goldband, of Los Angeles, 
who had been the runner-up on Tryme- 
now. The $9,000 was the same price Boy 
Knight had brought as a yearling in 1942, 
when he topped the year’s sales. 

A few individuals sold for three figures, 
but the great majority brought $1,000 and 
more. Two mares sold for $100 each, the 
minimum permitted by the sales company.

Monday Afternoon, November 17 


At the Keeneland Summer Sales last 
July, yearlings had averaged about 31 per 
cent below the 1946 figures. Breeders 
were wondering, in advance of the fall’s 
auctions, whether a corresponding decrease 


would be evident. On Monday afternoon, 
the first session devoted to yearlings, the 
average for 65 head was $2,355, which was 
21 per cent below last year’s average of 
$3,021 on 62 head in the first yearling 
session. There was nothing about this to 
suggest a further weakening on the part of 
buyers. 

This year 29 colts averaged $2,534, and 
36 fillies $2,211. Last year, on Monday 
afternoon, 21 colts averaged $3,976, and 
41 fillies averaged $2,532. 

Last year the top colt sold on Monday 
afternoon brought $11,000. This year’s 
highest-priced colt sold for $6,500. He 
was by Coldstream—Corrymeela, by Colin, 
consigned by John Muth and Victor Corri- 
gan. The Louisville horseman Kirby Ram- 
sey bought him as agent. The highest- 
priced filly this year, by He Did—Star 
Miss, by Hadagal, went to W. F. McCan- 
less, a newcomer to the Lexington sales, 
for $6,000. She was consigned by A. B. 
Karsner. Low of the session was $600.

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Notes of the 
Fall Sales 


This year’s sales were notable both in 
the number of horses consigned—a record 
823—and for the attendance. The sales 
arena was filled by the time each session 
started, and most of the people stayed until 
the last animal was sold. Many new names 
appeared on the list of buyers. The 
weather was unusually mild for a Ken- 
tucky November. 


W. F. McCanless. who bought more 
yearlings than anyone else the first day, 
brings another Circle M into racing. He 
is the owner of Circle M Ranch at Salis- 
burv. N. C.. where he has been raising 
Brahma cattle, among other things. He 
has raced before. but has no horses in 
training. and is “starting over.” Someone 
asked him who would train the yearlings 
he was buying. “First man comes along.” 
he grinned. 


Jack Delaney. another of the early 
buyers. last week sold out the restaurant 
in Greenwich Village. New York City, 
where he has been doing business for 26 
years. (The place was full of “horse stuff.” 
including the head of Trial by Jury. 
mounted behind the bar.) He is moving 
to his farm at Eatontown, N. J., where he 
plans to keep a few,mares and raise year- 
lings to be sold at Saratoga. 


The Highland Farm which appeared in 
the first day’s summaries was the Highland 
View Farm of Sam Goldband, Los Angeles 
retail clothing merchant. Mr. Goldband 
has been racing about eight years. He 
bought a yearling. but just now he was 
more interested in breeding stock to supple- 
ment the five mares he already owned. He 
was the runner-up on Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Letmenow, which he wanted for a stal- 
lion, but was outbid by another California 
buyer. A little later he got Boy Knight 
for $9.000—the same price the horse had 
brought when he topped the 1942 year- 
ling sales. 

Boy Knight had been sold by the group 
of Tennessee breeders who installed him 
in the stud last spring. Difficulties in 
working out arrangements concerning the 
stallion brought on the decision to sell 
him. James S. Tupper, representing one 
section of the ownership, was the runner- 
up in the bidding, at $8,500. 


The first yearling purchase made by 
Trainer Oleg T. Dubassoff was for the 
account of George S. Walden. of Bedford 
Village, N. Y., one of the top executives 
of the Standard Oil Company. Apparently 
Mr. Walden had caught the horse fever 
partly from his former business associate 
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the late W. S. Farish (Lazy F Ranch), for 
whom Mr. Dubassoff trained, and partly 
from his kinfolk. His father was George 
G. Walden. son of George S. Walden, 
brother to the Robert Wyndham Walden 
who trained Tom Ochiltree, six winners of 
the Preakness Stakes. and nobody knows 
how many other good horses. 


Yearling colts were down by 38 per 
cent, but fillies were off by less than 1 per 
cent. Weanlings were down 24 per cent, 
about comparable to yearlings as a group. 


The weanling brown colt by Can’t Wait 
out of the fast mare Planetoid was bought 
by A. S. Hewitt for the joint account of 
himself and his friend David Novick. 
Last year Mr. Hewitt sold at Saratoga for 
$35,000 a yearling filly which he had 
bought privately from J. Tommy Taylor 
and prepared for the sale. The yearling 
is now the Autumn Day Stakes winner 
Grey Flight. Mr. Novick. a partner in the 
speculation on the 1947 foal, is now a 
professor of economics at the University 
of Puerto Rico. He came to Lexington 
for the sales, and the editor of Tue BLoop- 
Horse worried out of him a manuscript 
on the racing there. 

Mr. Hewitt had intended to go to South 
America last month. He changed his 
plans, and now expects to leave New York 
on November 22 with Mrs. Hewitt for a 
trip of about three and a half months. 
Among other things they will go up the 
Nile and on to South Africa. 


Mr. Hewitt privately sold the 13-year. 
old Blandford mare *Blanditia, in foal to 
Roman, to George C. Clarke, for the last 
four years owner of the former E, B, 
McLean farm at Leesburg, Va. *Blan. 
ditia’s first foal was the Stimulus horse 
Bastinado, which is the sire of one foal of 
racing age, the 1947 Victoria Stakes wip. 
ner Tonado. 


Major H. F. Scholtz, who purchased 
Supercede on Tuesday afternoon. is g 
native Kentuckian who has now settled jn 
Virginia after spending 21 years in Siam, 
Two years ago he purchased Woodbourne, 
near Warrenton, from Edward Friendly, 
who raced Jacola, the dam of Phalanx.

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ADDENDUM ON MAN O' WAR 


Super-horse’s Sales Yearlings 


Were Below His Standard 


It may be of interest, while the record 
of Man o’ War is being summarized in 
numerous ways. to add a chapter on his 
sons and daughters which passed through 
the auction ring as yearlings. 

The first yearling by Man o° War to be 
offered at auction was the filly Siren, sold 
in 1925 for the benefit of the American 
Remount Association and purchased by 
Harry Ford Sinclair's Rancocas Stable for 
$8.000. She was one of the super-horse’s 
second crop of foals, and of course was 
sold before any of his get reached racing 
age. 

In the following year a colt and a filly 
by Man o’ War were offered for sale. The 
filly was offered by the late Admiral Cary 
T. Grayson, personal physician to Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson and one of the 
most popular figures in American racing. 
She was Hip No. 1 in the catalogue for 
the evening of August 10. Four days 
earlier Man o’ War had had his first win- 
ner, the handsome colt American Flag. 
which had beaten a field of maidens at 
Saratoga. Her dam, *Tuscan Red, by 
William Rufus. like most of Man o’ War’s 
mates. was not especially distinguished 
by pedigree, or by her own performance, 
or by the performance of her previous 
offspring. But *Tuscan Red’s foal was a 
filly of magnificent presence, and so great 
was the spell of the name of Man o’ War 
that she brought $50.500, then the highest 
price in the history of American auction 
sales of yearlings. The purchaser was 
Howard Oots. for the account of the late 
James Cox Brady. 


The one other yearling by Man o’ War 
offered that year was Son o’ Battle, which 
went to J. Fred Byers for $16,000. He 
became a fair stakes winner, earning a 
total of $27.225 before he was retired to 
the stud. Siren and War Feathers both 
won, but neither gained any special re- 
cognition on the tracks. Both of them be- 
came dams of stakes winners, and War 
Feathers was an outstanding producer. 
Except for Amphibian (dam of War 
Allies), they were the only ones which thus 
far have produced stakes winners, among 
the 23 daughters of Man o’ War which 
have been sold at auction as yearlings. 

In the next four years five other Man 
o War yearlings were sold at auction, and 
when the depression caught the country 
in 1929 a total of eight had been sold for 
$252.500, average $31,562.50. But, except 
for Son o’ Battle. none of them earned 
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By J. A. Estes 


enough to pay either purchase price or 
training bills. 

Thereafter horsemen had a less keen 
appetite for the yearlings by Man o° War. 
Only seven head were offered in the next 
half-dozen years, none out of top mares, 
and they averaged only a little above 


$2.000 each. 
In 1936 Samuel D. Riddle decided to 


sell his yearling crop at Saratoga, with 
the result that 17 of the 22 foals in that 
crop were sold. One of them, Warbridge. 
brought $18,000, equal to the year’s high- 
est price; he was out of Bridgeon, whose 
foal of 1933 was a speedy youngster called 
The Fighter. Next highest price was 
$9.000, for John One. 

The only ones in this crop to win as 
much as $5,000 were the filly U-Boat. 
which became a fair stakes winner, and 
the colt Warlaine. which took four sea- 
sons and 87 starts to earn $12,995. 

In later years one Man o’ War yearling 
brought as much as $10,000. and one other 


reached $5,000. Highest-priced among 
them was Perfect Love, which brought 
$12.100 and won one-hundredth of the 
sale price. 

Best racer among them was War Beauty, 
sold to dissolve a partnership between the 
late J. O. Keene and Mr. Riddle. 

She went to the sale lean. sunburned, and 
uncurried. and, as usually happens, the 
trainers who rail against fat sales year. 
lings passed her up. Mr. Keene. who knew 
what he was doing, got her for $4,200 and 
won ten times that much with her, in- 
cluding the Selima Stakes. 

The 45 yearlings by Man o’ War which 
passed through the auction ring brought 
a total of $405.375, average $9.008. They 
earned a total of $196,188, average $4,582. 
but among them probably fewer than a 
half-dozen represented a net profit, even 
with their breeding records taken into con- 
sideration. 

Three of the 45 were stakes winners, or 
7 per cent. This compares with 17 per 
cent among the other get of Man o’ War. 
The average earnings of $4,582 compares 
with an average of $9,335 for the other 
334 living foals (with foreign earnings 
omitted in both cases). 

Even the record of the fillies as_pro- 
ducers was below Man o’ War’s normal ex- 
pectation. Three of them, or 13 per cent 
have produced stakes winners on the flat.

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The Yearlings Sold by Auction 


In the following list are the horses by Man o° War which were sold at auction as 
yearlings, with their prices and their earnings on the race course. Of the 45 sold, 33 
raced, 23 won, and three (Son o° Battle, U-Boat, War Beauty) were stakes winners. 

The high prices ran through 1929, by which time eight head had sold for $252,500; 
collectively they won $54.383. In 1936. 17 of the crop of 22 registered foals were sold 
for $85,500: the entire crop that year, sales yearlings and others, earned only a little 


over $54,000. 


In the earnings column below a zero indicates that the horse raced without earning 
anything, a dash (—) indicates that the horse did not race. Fillies are marked f.

T IS LITERALLY true—we never 

knew how good Hayride was. He 
raced once at two, finished second to 
Madigama, then broke a bone in his foot 
and could not be raced again.

The Walden Was Inconclusive; 
A Foxtail Finds a Proper Home 


PIMLIco 
The closing days at Pimlico were pleas- 
ant but unexciting. The Walden, usually 
a good race, suffered from its proximity to 
the Pimlico Futurity. Presumably the 
latter was set for November 8 to keep out 
of the way of the Ardsley, which may 
have been praiseworthy enough, but the 
Walden followed too soon for the beaten 
Futurity runners to try again. 


The only stakes winner in the field was 
Newsweekly, and there was reasonable 
and subsequently justified doubt that he 
would stay the course. About all Donoso 
could console himself with afterward was 
the reflection that he had fared better 
than last year. In the 1946 running, you 
remember, he rode Phalanx and went over 
his head as the colt was making his move 
on the far turn. Incidentally, Newsweekly 
finished sound and Donoso pulled up with 
leg trouble; it’s usually the other way. 
The Chilean jockey suffered a recurrence 
of trouble from an old leg injury, and had 
to give up the mount on *Halconero next 
day. 

The winner, Gasparilla, is a raking sort 
of colt by Diavolo, bred and owned by A. 
J. Sackett, who years ago was one of the 
partners in the Warm Stable. Gasparilla 
had been out nine times before without 
getting any more than honorable mention, 
and the opposition in the Walden was 
hardly strong enough to prove much about 
the winner. The time was pretty bad, but 
so was the track. Pimlico drew a lot of 
rain, and came out of it with a very deep 
strip, particularly from the quarter-pole 
in. Every now and then some animal 
would dash off a 29-second quarter over it. 
Gasparilla will just have to run again 
before any sensible ranking can be given 
him. 

The Pimlico Cup Handicap, billed as the 
year’s longest stakes race, has a fair claim 
also to be called the worst. *Miss Grillo 
was slowing up at the end, but the margin 
behind her was widening steadily. Her 
time for the last half-mile was :5645, and 
since she gained 20 lengths on Calvados in 
the running of it, I suspect he must have 
run the final half in something over a 
minute. 

This race also produced a minor jeckey 
casualty. McCreary, who stood up straight 
in his irons and waved his whip at the 
crowd as he crossed the finish, found him- 
self utterly spent by four-and-a-half min- 
utes in the saddle at what we may as well 
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call racing speed. He almost collapsed on 
the way back to the jockeys’ room, and 
was subsequently quite ill. It may sound 
absurd to say that a rider who is fit enough 
to ride six or seven races a day, spending 
from 70 seconds to two minutes of stren- 
uous exertion each time, could be spilled 
by four-and-a-half minutes of the exercise, 
but I think any athlete will understand it. 

The result of the Cup, anyway, made it 
obvious that Eddie Arcaro, usually a better 
judge of pace than most. had booted one 
when he rode *Miss Grillo against *Hal- 
conero in the Exterminator Handicap five 
days earlier. He had waited with the 
mare, evidently much too long, and when 
he moved he found a lightweight up ahead 
of him that had not been running fast 


enough to have anything much on_ his 
mind. This can be balanced against 
numerous instances I can remember—such 
as Devil Diver's Manhattan and Pavot’s 
Jockey Club Gold Cup—when Eddie has 
won races by lousing up the pace for other 
horses. 


BEAVER. It is nothing unusual for this 
tourist to appear at a race track to find 
a trainer yowling vigorously that things 
are in a hell of a mess and that if there is 


a man on the grounds who understands 
what kind of track will give a fair aq. 
vantage to his horses, same has concealed 
himself. But at Pimlico this wanderer 
was greeted with a note, reading in part: 

“On Sunday morning I finished my work 
early and was sitting in the club house 
about 9 a.m. when the president of the 
track arrived to see what he could do to 
improve the track condition for Monday, 

“He stayed on the track till 3 or 4 p-m., 
working on it with the track superintendent 
and a crew of men. The result was per- 
fect and we have a good track today, 

“It was so good to see a president of q 
track spending a Sunday working on his 
track—I have never seen it anywhere else 
—It is a pleasure to be racing here.” 

It may be appended that on most tracks 
it is to everybody’s advantage that the 
president does not try to give any personal 
attention to the racing strip. 


CONTACT. The annual dinner of the 
Maryland Turfwriters’ Association in. 
cluded a floor show and, as a reminder of 
the pit from which we are all digged, a 
master of ceremonies. At one stage in the 
proceedings he asked for Walter Haight, 
of the Washington Post, Harry Parr, presi- 
dent of the Maryland Jockey Club, and 
Jockey Johnny Breen to come up to the 
microphone. The normal suspicion was 
that they were to be given a plaque, be- 
cause it is difficult to get through an 
affair of this sore without giving plaques. 

It turned out that the reward of these 
gentlemen was the opportunity to dance 
with three ladies billed as the Murphy 
Sisters, who were, shall we say, plump. 
in the general plan of a brick smoke- 
house. The dance consisted largely of 
what I think are, or should be, called 
“bumps,” a maneuver, utterly without 
dignity which must have been instituted 
by unemployed sacroiliac specialists. 

Mr. Haight, being constructed along 
the essential lines of a bulldozer, acquitted 
himself nobly, never losing an inch. Mr. 
Parr, using a trick lefthanded—you know 
what | mean—reverse, kept his partner off 
balance and retired with honor. But 
Breen—well, he got thrown into the in- 
field every time. If he’d had Arcaro out- 
side him in the Preakness he couldn’t have 
fared any worse. 

While we’re on pleasantries, it may be 
noted that the fashion of the Pimlico meet- 
ing was pinning foxtails on people who 
were looking the other way. The first 
victim, early, was Morris Dixon, who wore 
one around the paddock with considerable 
distinction on opening day. This tourist 
got one on Jimmy Jones, but unfortunately 
wound up wearing it himself. After that 
it was affixed to the Latin aspect of Horatio 
A. Luro. The peculiar part of this is that 
while it hung straight down on the rest 
of us, it curled neatly out of the way when 
Mr. Luro sat down. There must be some 
explanation of this. 
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STAKES AND HORSES 


Mrs. Sabath’s Filly 
Wins Easy Victory 


Best racer ever owned by Mrs. Al Sabath 
was. of course, Alsab. The horse was 
named for her husband, a Chicago attor- 
ney. and a farm subsequently was named 
for the horse. From time to time race 
mares are retired from the Sabath stable 
to the breeding paddock, and this is the 
eventual destination of Say Blue, which 
is to be bred to Alsab after her retire- 
ment. 


Next to Alsab, one of America’s great 
race horses of the last decade or more, 
Say Blue is the most successful Thorough- 
bred to be owned by the Chicagoans. 
Manager Johnny Zoeller, of Alsab Farm, 
so appraised her when she was a foal, and 
he has seen his judgment vindicated. 

Say Blue has not been among the most 
prominent fillies of the 3-year-old  divi- 
sion, but she has been very steady and 
consistent. Last year she won only one 
stakes, but she was a good second to 
good fillies in others. This year she was 
until November 15 winning a stakes, but 
prior to her victory in the Falls City Handi- 
cap at Churchill Downs on November 15 
she was second to But Why Not in the 
Arlington Matron Stakes, and was third 
in the Drexel Handicap and the Princess 
Doreen Stakes. 

In the Falls City Handicap, a one-mile 
race, she was coming off three consecutive 
winning efforts at six furlongs. At 113 
pounds she was only six pounds below the 
s-year-old Be Faithful, and was a pound

above the 5-year-old Jack’s Jill. The 4- 
year-old Athenia was giving her a pound. 

Jockey Steve Brooks, who has had a 
very successful fall season in Kentucky, 
rated her off the pace, didn’t move deci- 
sively until about three furlongs from 
home. She wore down Jack’s Jill without 
trouble, won by 21% lengths, over a muddy 
track. Be Faithful and Athenia closed 
ground to be third and fourth, respectively. 


The Blue Larkspur filly will be raced 
for another season or two before being 
retired to the breeding paddock. She is 
out of I Say, possibly the best mare raced 
by the Sabaths until Say Blue came along. 
Ascension, the third dam, was the embodi- 
ment of toughness. Through five seasons 
she started 121 times, got 23 wins, 24 sec- 
onds, 19 thirds. 


The Walden 


Going into the 1;';-mile Walden Stakes, 
one of Pimlico’s principal fall races for 
2-year-olds, A. J. Sackett’s Diavolo colt 
Gasparilla was a maiden. But a glance at 
his record showed that barring accident, 
he would not remain one. He had run in 
good company, and on various occasions 
had finished ahead of Vulcan’s Forge, 
Whirling Fox, Speculation, and others. 
Most impressive of his performances was 
in Belmont Park’s Futurity Trial.  Cita- 
tion beat him a length, but he beat Vul- 
can’s Forge, Whirling Fox, My Request, 
Newsweekly, and a field full of others. 

The *Cohort colt Tenabob went off 
to a four-length lead in sprightly time for 
the off track (:23245, :4744), but the effort 
used him up rather completely. Chains 
took over on the backstretch but his tenure 
was short—Jockey Warren Mehrtens sent 
Gasparilla into the lead, and a length-and- 
a-half advantage on the turn was stretched 


to seven lengths at the wire. Chains saved 

second by five lengths over Newsweekly, 

which was four in front of Tenabob. 
The race was run November 12.

THE COVER: ADAPTABLE 


The late Joseph E. Widener, like many 
other Turf notables. entered racing prin- 
cipally through steeplechasing. Even after 
his flat-racing stable had greatly expanded 
and had attained much importance, he 
still kept his interest in the jumpers. 

After his death his granddaughter, Miss 
Ella Widener. continued the family steeple- 
chasing tradition. Her achievements were 
the more distinguished because they were 
gained by a one-horse stable whose color- 
bearer and hero was Iron Shot, a roan 
gelding which through several seasons was 
one of the leading members of his division. 
Now ten years old, Iron Shot has been re- 
tired from the field, and comes to Elmen- 
dorf Farm this fall to spend the remainder 
of his days in its bluegrass paddocks. 

His successor as Miss Widener’s only 
steeplechaser is the 5-year-old bay gelding 
Adaptable. which this year has won the 
Brook and the Grand National Steeple- 
chase Handicaps, finished third in the 
Shillelah Steeplechase. 

The son of *Blenheim 2nd—Black 
Queen, by Pompey is a decendant of the 
same female line that produced the out- 
standing sprinter Polynesian, which re- 
cently passed the $300,000-mark in earn- 
ings. Adaptable was unraced at two, was 
introduced to jumping late in his 3-year- 
old season after he had raced on the flat. 
His trainer is Morris Dixon, who also 
trains Polynesian. The jockey is J. Rich. 
Bert Morgan made the photograph for the 
New York Racing Associations.

STOCKHOLM 


Swedish race-goers had been looking 
forward to the 1947 season with keen 
interest. since we had a colt, Clubman 
Jr.. who was an unbeaten winner of seven 
races as a 2-year-old, and a filly Lady 
Anne from whom great things were ex- 
pected. Both have come up to expecta- 
tions. and there is very little between the 
two. Personally I have a feeling that the 
filly, when fit and well, will always have 
her head in front, but it must be put on 
record that the colt once beat her decisively 
when they met over his best distance. 

It has been my good fortune to see 
Derbys and other important races run in 
several countries, but I cannot recall ever 
having seen a fairer or more thrilling 
contest than this year’s Swedish Derby, 
run over 2,400 meters (144 miles). In 
Lady Anne’s absence, owing to a slight 
lameness, the most fancied candidates 
were Varna, a rather plain but staying 
daughter of Gunnel—Carance, bred in 
Denmark and winner of the Danish Derby,

and Clubman Jr., by Light 0’ Love— 
Flandre, bred in Sweden and a winner of 
11 races out of 12 starts. The only horses 
expected to threaten were Gung Ho, by 
Doctor Dolittke — Shamfight, bred in 
Sweden, and Casper, a Danish colt by 
Bois Mill—Peppery Jane. 

As good luck would have it, the track 
was perfect and the weather glorious, and 
if 1 add that all previous records for 
attendance and tote turnover were beaten 
by a wide margin, you have the background 
of what turned out to be a most memorable 
race-day. 

The horses broke to an excellent start, 
and Varna and Clubman Jr were seen in 
front from the very first stride in a des- 
perate duel, with Gung Ho and Casper 
waiting two or three lengths behind. The 
rest of the field of twelve did not have a 
ghost of a chance from start to finish. 

I have seldom seen a long-distance race 
run at such a pace, and the first 1,000 
meters (roughly five furlongs) were 
clocked in just under 61 seconds, which is 
quite remarkable, since that part of the 
trip includes a very stiff and testing up- 
hill run of nearly 400 meters. Even pure 
sprints are seldom won under 60 seconds. 

The leaders went through the turn side 
by side, but Varna did not last more than 
about a mile. Then she cracked completely 
and left Clubman Jr. alone in front still 
traveling smoothly and_ increasing his 


advantage. At the last turn Casper anj 
Gung Ho improved a little, but the on} 
one who had strength enough to deliver 
a challenge was Gung Ho. He came along 
in wonderful style, beautifully ridden, ang 
his jockey had timed his run to perfec. 
tion. Had Gung Ho been able to maip. 
tain his effort to the end he must haye 
won by a narrow margin, but he cracked 
two strides from home, threw up his head 
and allowed Clubman Jr. to win by a neck. 
Casper was three of four lengths further 
back and the rest were beaten out of sight, 


Before the Derby many people doubted 
that Clubman Jr. would stay properly, and 
the result of our St. Leger proved that the 
suspicions were not unfounded. In that 
race he met Lady Anne, who had once 
previously beaten him in our equivalent 
to the Guineas. Evidently Clubman Jr’, 
trainer entertained some doubts concerning 
the colt’s ability to stay 2,800 meters in a 
fast-run race as he was not allowed to race 
in front, but even so he had nothing to 
put up against the filly in the end and 
was beaten strictly on merits by a couple 
of lengths. 

Fantast, by Fairey—Minimax, by Oblit- 
erate, now a 4-year-old, has proved himself 
an outstanding colt by winning four of our 
most valuable races.

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CORRECTION FROM GERMANY 


Tue Bioop-Horse has received from F. 
Altenburg, secretary-general of the Ger- 
man racing and stud book authorities 
(Oberste Behorde fur Vollblutzucht und 
Rennen), a correction in the text of his 
article published in the issue of Septem- 
ber 13, page 710. The correction refers to 
the following paragraph in the original 
article: 

“It is true that the secretariat-general of 
the Unionklub did simultaneously function 
as the secretariat-general of the O. B. V. 
until 1923. Export certificates were there- 
fore equally made out by the secretariat- 
general of the Unionklub. It is further 
correct that the last exportation of horses 
from Germany to America took place at 
that period. I think these are the reasons 
why the O. B. V. is not known to the New 
York Jockey Club. (*Mio d’Arezzo was 
imported in 1933.—Ed.)” 

After noting the editor’s parenthesized 
memorandum on the discrepancy in dates 
Mr. Altenburg, under date October 1, 
wrote THE BLoop-Horse: 

“I have to state that a misprint crept 
into the article. This was entirely our 
fault and 1 am very sorry for it. The sec- 
retariat-general of the Union Club acted 
as secretariat-general of the O. B. V. until 
1933, and not until 1923. The accurate 
date of handing over was 15 November 
1933. Therefore the export certificate for 
*Mio d’Arezzo was yet made out by the 
Union Club. I notify you of this mis- 
print in order to prevent the New York 
Jockey Club from stating fresh mistakes.”

first two seasons, although there has never 
been any doubt about his capacity. This 
year he has run all his races without flinch- 
ing, always against the best horses in 
Sweeden and Denmark, and he has put up 
a winning record that will surely remain 
unbeaten for many years to come.

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BLUE SWORDS 


Blue Swords, bay horse, 1940, by Blue Larkspur— 
Flaming Swords, by Man o’ War. 


With the recent death of Blue Larkspur, market 
breeders and breeder-owners have looked about for a 
successor to that great stallion who occupied such an 
important niche in turfdom’s Hall of Fame. In Blue 
Swords they find a horse who has earned the right to 
be called not only one of the greatest racing sons of 
that progenitor, but one of his best-bred get as well, 
he being out of a Man o’ War mare, and the second 
dam a half-sister to two stakes winners, by High Time. 


Blue Swords undoubtedly would have earned even 
greater prestige on the track if it had not been for 
an injury, suffered as a three-year-old, which ended 
his care after he had won the Eastern Shore, Remsen 
and Ardsley Handicaps, and finished second in the 
Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Wood Memorial and 
Champagne Stakes, and third in the Washington Park 
Futurity. He defeated Littletown, Vincentive, Ocean 
Wave, War Knight, Four Freedoms, Bossuet, and 
others, the majority of whom are also now at stud. 


Horsemen who have inspected Blue Swords’ first 
two crops, yearlings (foals of 1946) and sucklings of 
this year, have been greatly impressed by their uni- 
formly good conformation.

Eternal Bull, bay horse, 1939, by *Bull Dog—

Eternal Bull, an extremely fast horse, was never out: 
of the money as a juvenile, winning three of seven 
starts in his first season, and racing but once at three. 
He won the Miles Standish Stakes in track record time, 
beating Alsab; was second in the Hialeah Juvenile 
Stakes and National Stallion Stakes (to Some Chance), 
and third in the 5's-furlong Mayflower Stakes won by 
Alsab in track-record time. In the latter race Eternal 
Bull set a killing pace, running the first five furlongs 
in :58°%5, one-fifth of a second better than the track 
record for that distance. 


Eternal Bull's first crop raced last season, and he 
had eight two-year-old winners to his credit, including 
the stakes winner Eternal War, one of the better juve- 
niles of his year. Eternal War defeated First Flight in 
the only race lost by the champion filly that season. He 
was the first colt to beat Donor. He conquered Pha- 
lanx and Double Jay as well as Tweet’s Boy, Cornish 
Knight, Pompeian and Noble Creek. 


From his second crop, Eternal Bull has had five 
winners including Beach Boy, Eternal Day, Eternal 
Donna, Eternal Lark and Eternal Way. Of this group 
Eternal Day, Eternal Lark and Beach Boy each won 
within a period of five days, the first-mentioned equal- 
ing the five furlong track record at Havre de Grace, 
and the others winning in fast time at Belmont Park.

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New York Dates Are Realigned 


A schedule that contemplates 196 days 
of racing for 1948 has been released by the 
New York State Racing Commission. This 
is eight days more than for 1947, and is 
accounted for by the inclusion into regu- 
lar meetings of programs usually given 
over to charity. Charity days were drop- 
ped this season because of the Federal in- 
ternal revenue department’s refusal to 
classify them as tax free. The 196-day 
schedule is the maximum permitted under 
New York Law. 

The Jamaica track has combined its 
usual spring and fall meetings into a single 
session, and Empire City has combined its 
customary summer and fall meetings. Rac- 
ing will be continuous from April 1 
through November 15. including a two-day 
United Hunts meeting. 

Empire City will continue to hold its 
racing at Jamaica. and Saratoga again 
has been authorized to race at Jamaica for 
two weeks prior to its upstate meeting. 
It is planned, however. to race some of 
the Saratoga stakes during the trans- 
planted meeting, a departure from custom. 

The new schedule was drafted after con- 
sultation between the tracks and the rac- 
ing commission. John B. Campbell, rac- 
ing secretary and handicapper for the 
tracks. said that the stakes program will 


be similiar to that of this year, when more 
than $2,600,000 in added money was dis- 
tributed. The Empire Gold Cup, at $100,- 
000 added, will be continued. The sched-

Slump Continues 


In New York 


A 13 per cent decrease in pari-mutuel 
betting at running tracks and a 6.5 per 
cent decrease in attendance, compared 
with last year’s figures. has been reported 
for 1947 by the New York State Racing 
Commission. It is the second consecutive 
year in which decreases have occurred. 
In 1946, daily average betting declined 
27145 per cent from the previous year, and 
attendance was down 15 per cent. 

Revenue paid to the State is 1947 from 
betting and from admission taxes was $23,- 
549,180.36. Last year it was $27,173,608. 
94, 

As was the case last year, the commis- 
sion attributed the decrease principally to 
the extra 5 per cent tax levied by counties 
and municipalities, aside from the regular 
State tax. This makes for a total 15 per 
cent deduction from mutuel pools. 

The report, which was preliminary to a 
more detailed accounting to follow later, 
stated: “While the decrease is unques- 
tionably due in part to general business 
conditions, the investigations of the com- 
mission lead it to believe that a large part 
of the decrease was due to the extra 5 per 
cent taken from the pari-mutuel pools by

I don’t know how Americans react when 
Stymie is last in the Gold Cup, when As- 
sault cannot force Armed to a gallop, 
or when Phalanx is knocked down by 
Young Peter. I suppose they behave as 
did Englishmen upon discovering that 
Tudor Minstrel could not stay, or as the 
Italians did at the time of Gladiolo’s big 
failure last autumn. In any case they 
could not have been more astounded than 
we were when the Prix de VAre de 
Triomphe, our chief flat race, was won by 
a hurdler. 

Before commenting on such an astonish- 
ing development, I must recall some events 
that preceded it. 

In my last article I took my readers 
through the end of the Deauville meeting 
in August. Sportsmen were glad to re- 
turn to Chantilly, which had been closed 
for seven years, but not many events for 
3-year-olds were offered. 

However. on opening day at Longchamp 
the Prix Royal Oak was raced. This is 
the French St. Leger, at 17% miles, for a 
purse of 1,500,000 frances. Unfortunately 
very few of our best 3-year-olds were able 
to compete. Timor, Giafar, Sandjar, and 
Avenger had mishaps of one sort or 
another, and will not race again this year. 
Prince Aly Khan even told Meyrick Good, 
the English reporter, that Avenger prob- 
ably would be retired to the stud. 

As Djelal was to race in England, Tour- 
ment seemed to have little to fear. In fact, 
he cantered home by five lengths over

L’Imperial, which was four in front of 
Marcel Boussac’s Cadir, the pacemaker. 
Prince Aly Khan’s Irish-bred Imphal had 
the misfortune to break a leg and had to 
be destroyed. It was a pity. 

Baron de Waldner’s Tourment is by 
Tourbillon—Fragment, by Shred (a son 
of *Teddy). The second dam is Pearl 
Drop, by Hotweed out of Pearl Maiden. 
Thus he is closely related to Pearl Diver 
and *Hunters Moon 4th, and is inbred, 
with three free generations, to Bruleur, a 
grand stayer. He had won the Poule d’- 
Essai, and had been a neck behind Djelal 
in the Prix Lupin and Dandjar in the 
French Derby. He also was second in the 
Grand Prix. 

M. Le Masson’s L’Imperial, by the na- 
tional stallion Cor de Chasse out of Ma- 
cala, by Hazareh. was one of the most 
consistent colts of the year. Later he suc- 
ceeded in beating the excellent Nirgal in 
the Coupe de Maisons Laffitte (114 miles)

by half a length. The old horse was giving 
him 14 pounds by scale. L’Imperial will 
run in the Prix du Conseil Municipal. 
Tourment’s success in the Royal Oak 
came the day after Arbar’s great race in 
the English St. Leger. I had told my 


readers that I thought the half brother to 
Marsyas and Caracalla had everything he 


needed to be a great horse. I had great 
confidence in him for the St. Leger, al- 
though I feared he was too nervous. As 
a matter of fact, he was rather quiet, and 
was beaten only because never before had 
any horse been able to extend him. 


When Migoli, Pearl Diver, and Saya- 
jirao drew away from him two furlongs 
from home, he seemed almost amazed, and 
apparently did not try to catch them. At 
last, when Elliott shook him, he rapidly 
overtook Migoli and Pearl Diver, which 
were weakening, and strongly challenged 
Sayajirao, failing only by a head. I was 
told by some of his connections that he 
actually had won the race. I expect great 
things from him in the King George VI 
Stakes. 

{Baron Noirot-Nerin’s confidence was 
justified—Arbar won by three lengths from 
the filly Mombasa, with Cadir, the pace- 
maker for Arbar, third. Arbar’s pedigree, 
with details of the King George VI Stakes, 
appeared in THE BLoop-HorseE of October 
18, page 149.—Ed.] 


Before leaving our leading 3-year-olds I 
must say a word about Djelal’s failure in 
England when he ran next to last, several 
lengths behind Tudor Minstrel, in the 
Knight’s Royal Stakes at Ascot. I was 
not quite confident that he could beat the 
Minstrel at a mile, but thought he ought to 
finish second because he was much superior 
to Vagabond. 

What actually happened was that Tudor 
Minstrel got off so quickly that after a 
few furlongs Djelal, Petition, and The 
Bug were out of the race, and out of 
breath. Vagabond, which was not hurried 
by his jockey, came on at the end. The 
race was not a true indication of the 
class of Djelal, Petition, and The Bug. 


COMPETITION AMONG FILLIES. 
While illness and accidents prevented the 
best colts from competing during the 
autumn, some very good fillies met in the 
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Prix Vermeille (11% miles, 800,000 francs). 
A great race was expected between the 
Guineas and Oaks winner Imprudence and 
the Prix de Diane winner Montenica. Each 
of them carried seven pounds more than 
the other contestants. But they failed to 
catch M. Masurel’s Procureuse, which 
scored by two lengths from Mme. Jouve’s 
Danae 2nd, with Montenica third. Im- 
prudence and Windorah were never dan- 
gerous. I think Montenica would have 
won had she not got into trouble.

The winner had been a good 2-year-old, 
and had not raced this spring. She had 
won at Deauville, but she also had failed 
there and in Great Britain. as had the 
good Tourbillon filly Waggint Tail. At 
a time when Mitrailleuse and Mombasa 


were establishing themselves as the best 
in England, our chief fillies were not quite 
good, so it is hard to form a true opinion 
of them. 


Procureuse is by Prince Rose [sire of 
*Princequillo] out of Macreuse, a Massine 
mare out of Empire Crusade. by Orpheus. 
Danae 2nd, runner-up in the Prix Ver- 
meille. is by Deiri out of La Danseuse. 
She had improved much during recent 
months. After finishing several lengths 
behind Arbar in one race, she won two 
handicaps. and then took the Prix de 
Chantilly (a mile and 714 furlongs). 


Another filly I must mention, but which 
did not compete in the Prix Vermeille, is 
M. Lombard’s Madelon, bred in Germany 
by the native stallion Trollius out of the 
French mare La Pawlova. After some 
success in the spring, she ran second to 
good colts in the Prix du Prince d’Orange 
and the Prix Henri Delamarre, two of the 
chief events of September. 


OLDER HORSES. In the absence of 
competition from high-class 3-year-olds. 
one might have thought that the Prix 
de Are de Triomphe would attract sev- 
eral good 4-year-olds and upward. but that 
was not the case. Chanteur. unraced 
since the Ascot Gold Cup. had not been 
entered, nor had Nirgal. which was sched- 
uled to race in England at about the same 
time. 


In August. at York, Coaraze and Yong 
Lo had tried to settle their old quarrel, 
but the jockey on Coaraze had satisfied 
himself with watching Yong Lo, and the 
result was that both were beaten by the 
useful High Stakes. 

Coaraze finished six lengths in front of 
Yong Lo, which had beaten him twice 
under wretched circumstances. Yong Lo 
was very exhausted by the race, and it 
was soon apparent that he could not run 
in the Prix de Are de Triomphe. As for 
Coaraze, he was injured a few days before 
the race and subsequently was retired to 
the stud. Lastly, the Ascot Gold Cup win- 
ner Souverain had an attack of coughing 
a week before the race, and he too was 
retired to the stud. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY CONTEST. 
Therefore, instead of attracting the great 
classic winners among the 3-year-olds and 
older horses, like every other year. the 
Prix d Are de Triomphe drew the good 
Italian horse Fante, a 5-year-old; five 
rather ordinary horses of four and up; 
two 3-year-old colts. one of which was 
Tourment; and the 3-year-old _ fillies 
Montenica, Imprudence. Madelon, and 
Procureuse. Arbar and Pearl Diver were 
kept for the King George VI Stakes on 
the following Saturday. 

| Arbar was the winner. Codir was third, 
after making the pace for Arbar. The

Under those conditions Tourment, win- 
ner of the Prix Royal Oak by five lengths, 
should never have been beaten. As a 
matter of fact, he was up with the leaders 
through most of the race, but then faded 
and was beaten for fourth place. Some 
say he suffered interference several times. 
of which his own jockey was the author. 
I hope this is so, because his performance 
was too bad to be true. Montenica, Im- 
prudence, and Procureuse, the three classic 
fillies, were never in the race. 


Bibi and Carassin made the pace. Fante 
waited in last place. At the stretch turn, 
Fante came up very strong on the outside, 
but his reserve of speed didn’t carry him 
farther than a furlong. Meanwhile the 
filly Madelon had sprinted to the lead and 
looked to be the winner, but the 5-year- 
old champion hurdler Le Paillon, going 
very fast, overpowered her and flew toward 
the post. M. Boussac’s only remaining 
contender was the 4-year-old Goyama. He 
had been outrun part of the distance, but 
came with a fine burst of speed and passed 
Madelon, couldn’t beat Le Paillon. 

Le Paillon won by 1% lengths from 
Goyama, which was three-quarters of a 
length ahead of Madelon. Fante was 114 
lengths back, a head before Tourment. 

R. Poincelet, the rider of Goyama. 
claimed foul. saying he had been impeded 


by the riders of Madelon and Tourment, 
but the result was allowed to stand. 
Mme. Aurousseau’s Le Paillon is a 
wonderful hurdler. At four he was never 
beaten over the brush. This year he was 
second to National Spirit in the Champion 
Hurdle Stakes. He would have won, had 
he known the English obstacles. In the 
Grande Course de Haies d’Auteuil (314 
miles) he won by ten lengths. In August

he had won, on the flat, the Grand Prix 
de Deauville, but never would one have 
thought he would win such as race as the 
Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 

He is a rather small but very courageous 
horse, colored a bright bay. Blue Bear, 
his dam. is a French Guineas winner. I 
hear that Le Paillon will have perhaps one

more race, then will be retired to the stud. 

It had been a long time since M. Bous- 
sac had as slim a chance to win the Prix 
de Are de Triomphe. Had not Goyama 
been interfered with, he might have won. 


DJEBEL’S 2-YEAR-OLDS. As was true 
of his first crop, in 1946, many of the 
good 2-year-old races held in September 
were won by colts sired by Djebel. Among 
them were Djefou (two-time winner), 
Billet Doux, Hedjaz, and the good Bous- 
sac colts Damnos and Djeddah. Damnos, 
out of Orlamonde, a sister to Jock, is 
rather of the sprinting type. He cantered 
both in the Biennal de Maissons Laffitte 
and in the Prix d’Aremberg, at five fur- 
longs. 

Djeddah is out of Djezima, and there- 
fore is a half brother to Priam. He won 
very easily in the Criterium de Maisons 
Laffitte and was favorite for the Grand 
Criterium, our chief race for 2-year-olds. 
But he was scratched, because of having 
a race coming up in England. Moreover, 
the best 2-year-old in England is Lerins, 
bred in France by Djebel out of Perfume, 
the dam of Sayani. 

Goya sired good fillies in Ista, Nepta, 
and Kiris. Other good youngsters to be 
noted are Drakkar (Balthazar—Rose 
Drake), Rigolo (Puits d’Amour—Ribe- 
rac), Chakita (Chateauroux—Rikokita) , 
and Hypanis and Sans Toi. I shall write 
more about them at another time.

Nigromante Meets 


His First Defeat 


Rio dE JANEIRO 
Since my previous report to you, top 
horses have been seen in action on South 
American tracks and some very important 
races offered, including the Argentine 
Derby. the Uruguayan Derby, the Argen- 
tine Oaks, and top contests in Brazil. 
On September 21, at the old track of 
Palermo. Buenos Aires, the Argentine 
Oaks (Clasico Seleccion) over 2.200 
meters (about 1°, miles). was presented. 
Odds-on favorite was the unbeaten Bull- 
anguera, and only four started against 
her.

Bullanguera took the front at the start, 
galloped always with brilliant action, won 
easily by three lengths from Meridiana 
(by Quick Ray), with Maripepa (by Rus- 
tom Pasha) third, several lengths back. 
Tocada, also well backed, was fourth. 
Time, 2:1774. 

El Retamo Stable’s Bullanguera is a very 
beautiful and racy filly. by Full Sail out 
of Balbuca, a sister to the cracks Bubalco, 
Balbuco. and other stakes winners, and 
herself a daughter of Tresiete. The Oaks 
was Bullanguera’s seventh consecutive win, 
and many think her capable of beating the 
top colts, though her owners decided not 
to race her against them in the Derby and 
in the Carlos Pellegrini. 


NIGROMANTE BEATEN. It was on 
October 5 that Palermo featured the Ar- 
gentine Derby (Gran Premio Nacional) 
over 2,500 meters (about 121% furlongs), 
worth 150,000 pesos to the winner, with 
a field of nine 3-year-olds. Odds-on favor- 
ite was, of course. the unbeaten champion 
Nigromante, whose previous outings had 
shaped him as a true crack. He had been 
the winner of the two previous legs of the 
Argentine Triple Crown—the Polla de 
Potrillos, about one mile, and the Gran 
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Premio Jockey Club, about 144 miles. In 
the Derby were also Elisathe. a son of 
Full Sail; Alumbre. by Parlanchin; Peix- 
oto, a Puro Habano colt; and Bambino, 
a promising stayer by Cameronian. 

When the field began the race, it was 
Doubtless who took the lead. Under J. 
P. Artigas’ expert handling, that good colt 
made a not very fast pace. Nigromante 
was rated off the pace, and thus the field 
entered the long Palermo stretch. Then 
Nigromante was called on by his jockey, 
and from six lengths behind the pace, 
began his rush. Doubtless resisted. how- 
ever, and Nigromante couldn’t gain on 
him in the last furlong. At the finish it 
was Doubtless the winner by 11% lengths 
from the odds-on favorite Nigromante, 
with Bambino third. another three lengths 
away. followed by Desplante, Peixoto, 
Elisathe, Quick Sorrel, Alumbre, and 
Beaufighter, in the order named. Time, 
2:36°5, a good one. 

What was described by the press as the 
biggest crowd in many a year saw their 
idol Nigromante fall in the greatest race 
of Argentine Turf. Nigromante was 
soundly beaten by a horse which made the 
pace all the way. Excuses were presented 
for him especially that his jockey, A. 
Lihuillien, kept him off the pace too long, 
leaving a fast and game horse like Doubt- 
less in front. However. the son of Em- 
brujo out of Nigua did not show the irre- 
sistible rush that everybody was sure he 
would put up to beat the leader. Bambino 
the third horse. made a good race, which 
suggests he will improve much next year 
over a distance. He is a son of the 
Epsom Derby winner Cameronian, out of 
the fine Congreve mare Gosse. 


DE MACEDO’S DOMINATION. Doubt- 
less made his owner, the Brazilian Jose 
Buarque de Macedo, the third to win the 
Argentine Derby twice consecutively. In 
fact, Mr. Macedo’s Seductor was the 1946 
winner in very smart fashion. Then Mr. 
Macedo purchased Doubtless at the Paler- 
mo Sales and now he again has won the 
Derby. beating a horse which was con- 
sidered another Botafogo in the making. 

Jose Buarque de Macedo, a_business- 
man of many enterprises in Rio de Janeiro, 
has been one of the luckiest men in the 
history of South American racing. In only 
three years of racing he won the Grande 
Premio Brasil, richest race of South Ameri- 
ca, with Filon, which then was sent to 
Argentina to win the 1945 Carlos Pelle- 
grini, principal international contest of 
that country. He twice won the Argen- 
tine Derby with Seductor and Doubtless, 
and won many other top races with his 
horses, all of which brought high prices 
in the sales or in private transactions. And 
as you are going to see in this report. he 
again won the Carlos Pellegrini in 1947, 
and again (he had won it in 1946), the 
principal juvenile test in Brazil, the Grand 
Criterium. 


Cute Eyes, sire of Doubtless, was one 
of the greatest stayers of the Argentine 
Turf. He is now standing in Uruguay 
after having sired many good horses, but

Bullanguera was seen again on October 
18. at San Isidro, when she raced in the 
Premio Chile, a “clasico” over 1.800 meters 
(about 114 miles), fillies and mares, for 
3-years-old and upward. She won easily 
by two lengths, from flag to finish, in 
1:4845. very good time for the soft ground. 
Second was Biarritz Bonheur, Jabala was 
third and last. With much quality all over 
her, Bullanguera is not a very strong filly, 
being not of the heavy type. However, 
what pleases about her is her very fine 
action, even when she is only walking. 


AGAIN DOUBTLESS. On November 
2. at the, beautiful track of San Isidro, in 
Buenos Aires, the long expected clash 
among the top juveniles and the champion 
older horse Academico occurred when the 
international Gran Premio Carlos Pelle- 
grini, over 3.000 meters (about 17% miles), 
weight-for-age for 3-year-olds and upward, 
was offered. The winner got 100,000 Ar- 
gentine pesos of the total of 130,000 pesos 
distributed. The race was not a true 
international contest, because none of the 
horses entered in it from other countries 
started. Not even the Uruguayan colt 
Polvorin, or the 4-year-old Cervantes. also 
from Uruguay; not even the Brazilian 
champion juvenile Hamdam. owned _ by 
Mr. Macedo, who preferred to rely on his 
Argentine Derby winner Doubtless; and 
still less the Chilean entries, of a lower 
class. 

In the field were the Derby winner 
Doubtless, the Derby favorite and second 
Nigromante, the Derby third and promis- 
ing stayer Bambino, and the champion 
horse Academico, winner of the 1946 re- 
newal of the big race. 

Again Nigromante was the favorite, fol- 
lowed by Academico, with Doubtless as a 
third choice. When the start was given, 
Nigromante took the front, and Doubt- 
less started badly. However, soon he was 
second. Nigromante made a strong pace,

ning by half a length. The fast-closing 
Bambino was third, another half-length 
back. Academico was fourth, and Recien 
last in the field of five. Time, 3:07, a 
good one. 

Thus Doubtless confirmed his superiority 
over Nigromante and duplicated the feat 
of his sire, Cute Eyes, winner of the 1934 
renewal of the race. Jose Buarque de 
Macedo won the Carlos Pellegrini for the 
second time. Up to now Doubtless has run 
ten times, won four races (including three 
stakes), was twice second, three times 
third, once unplaced, earned 285,800 pesos, 
leading 1947 winners in his country. His 
owner is the leading owner in Argentina, 
with 304,425 pesos won. He also is sec- 
ond in Brazil with more than one million 
cruzeiros earned with his horses. 


URUGUAYAN CHAMPION BEATEN. 
On September 28, at Maronas. Montevideo, 
Uruguay, the unbeaten champion colt Pol- 
vorin won his eighth victory in eight starts 
when he ran in the Clasico Produccion 
Nacional, over 2,300 meters (about 114% 
furlongs). Polvorin won easily by several 
lengths in 2:2145 from Lanceador and 
three other moderate colts. He is a son 
of Socorro!, one of the top Uruguayan 
horses. 

However, on October 12, at Maronas, 
Polvorin lost his unbeaten status in a 
very surprising manner, when competing 
for the Uruguayan Derby (Gran Premio 
Nacional) over 2.500 meters (about 121% 
furlongs), in which he was odds-on favor- 
ite in the field of only six. 

Again, as in the Argentine Derby, the 
unbeaten favorite was not the pacemaker. 

Lanceador took the front from the start 
and made a very fast pace. Polvorin twice 
attempted, under N. Lalinde’s urging, to 
take the front, but Lanceador resisted well 
and continued in the lead. When the final 
stretch was reached, Polvorin rushed 
strongly, and less than two furlongs from 
home, beat the pacemaker. However, both 
were tired, and Lanceador’s stablemate, 
the filly, Currina. then advanced and, 
some 150 yards from the finish, pulled 
even with the favorite and beat him by a 
half length. Lanceaedor was another half- 
length back for third, with Siete Bravo 
fourth. Time, 2:36, a very good one. 

I: was a big surprise, for Currina was 
at 30 to 1. Owned by the Godoy Stable, 
the winner is a chestaut filly by the Con- 
greve horse Mazarino out of Currita, by 
Ton Peartree, from Culebrilla, by Pole- 
march—Curzola, by Saint Simon. She 
was bred by the Haras Nacional, of Uru- 
guar, and although a good filly, had not 
givea any indication of being capable of 
winning the Uruguayan Derby.

succession that the Uruguayan Derby was 
won by the get of Mazarino. His son 
Cervantes was the 1946 winner. 


UNDEFEATED JUVENILE. Unbeaten 
champion colts of Argentina and Uruguay 
were beaten in the Derbys of both coun- 
tries. However, the Brazilian juvenile 
champion continued to beat his opponents 
with absolute superiority. 

On September 20, at Gavea, the Fillies 
Criterium (Grande Premio F. V. de Paula 
Machado) was presented with a field of 
eight. Odds-on favorite was Jose Buarque 
de Macedo’s entry of Hellen and Halesia. 
Hellen made the pace all the way and 
won easily by two lengths from her stable- 
mate, with Harlinda another four lengths 
away. Time, 1:3935 for the 1,600 meters 
(about one mile), over the very heavy 
Gavea grass course. The Gavea course, 
when heavy. is extremely slow. Hellen, 
a previous stakes winner, is a beautiful 
chestnut filly by the top sire Tintoretto 
(dead) out of Linda Luz, by Joliy Eyes. 
She is good and fast, but I am not very 
sure about her legs, which are a bit weak. 
She since has been given a rest. 

On September 28, at Gavea, the Colt’s 
Criterium (Grande Premio Conde de Herz- 
berg) also over 1,600 meters about a mile), 
brought together seven colts. The odds- 
on favorite was the unbeaten Hamdan, 
owned by the lucky sportsman Jose Buar- 
que de Macedo. A grand type of colt, 
muscular and well balanced, Hamdam took 
the front at the start. He was never 
menaced and won eased up by four lengths 
in 1:3915 over a heavy track. Imbu (by 
Six Avril) was second. Apuvo (by Piz- 
arro) was third. I think he would have 
been second if he was not sent to catch 
the champion. Hamdam, as stated in 
previous articles, is a son of the young 
stallion Seventh Wonder, out of the great 
stakes winner and still greater producer 
Carioca, by Schahriar. 

The last of the juvenile series was 
offered at Gavea on October 19, when the 
Grande Premio Linneo de Paula Machado 
(Grand Criterium) for 3-year-olds, over 
2,000 meters (about 1144 miles), worth 
250,000 cruzeiros to the winner, was de- 
cided. Hamdam was a strong favorite, 
but there was also interest in the good 
colt Derviche, a son of Congratulations, 
which was the champion juvenile at the 
Cidade Jardim race course. 

Derviche is a hard type, and his per- 
formances had been very impressive. Thus 
many thought he had a chance against 
Hamdam. That was not the case, however, 
for Derviche disliked completely the grass 
course, which was extremely heavy, for 
he had always run over sand tracks. He 
finished next-to-last. 

Again Hamdam took the lead at the 
start, made the pace all the way, galloped 
home in a canter, the winner by three 
lengths. Arrow (by Sea Bequest) was 
second, Clarao, another three lengths
